The 
all-time 
high 
circulation 
of 
6,828,815 dailies and weeklies is evi­ 
dente that the acceptance and demand 
of the people of California for their reg­ 
ularly produced and distributed weekly 
and daily newspapers has increased in 
keeping with the ever-expanding popu­ 
lation of the stale. 
Compared to 1933 total circulation of 
3,219,240, the 1958 high total is an in­ 
crease of 1.607,375 daily and weekly 
newspapers. 
The 1958-39 Directory of 88 pages 
carries 17 pages of Index, listing indi­ 
vidual newspapers throughout the slate 
according to Ihe city in which each is
